Collecting Tokens 


People should understand the value of these tokens from the old west, the historic pieces that helped families 
make it through hard times, helped build a young country. Even though a merchant may have bought these 
tokens in bulk lots, the housewife that did sewing or raised chickens for eggs, the farmer who traded grain, the 
hunter who traded meat, the iron worker putting shoes on wagon train horses, and hardware for the iron horse, 
or cobbler making shoes for barter or for trade tokens. 


This has never been a lazy country, a country that overcame to become the leading nation that it is today. The 
sacrifice of our fathers and the people who came willing to work hard and raise a family and have a right to 
choose and a heart to follow through. 


This is a great land, and a great place to believe in one's self. 


I was a young boy at 7, and was impressed with the Hudson River. I was wanting to see the ocean, dreaming of 
the great sails that brought people to settle this country. I read some stories of merchants who stocked the great 
ships that brought the folks the trade from China and West Indies, England and the Caribbean Colonies How the 
coins were made and used, and the counterfeit coins that fooled the British and how the people fought for 
independence and then moved West. As they moved from one coast to the other, people today can't help but 
think about what happened in between, the homesteading act, elections, wars, depressions, and gold rushes, plus 
boom eras. 


So again, if anyone don't think these are valuable, big business owned the gold, but the people that made the 
country earned the tokens, people like you and me. Most of us come from families that built things with their 
hands. There's a little piece of that in all of us. That little piece of brass, aluminum, or silver has a home in all 
our hearts. To this old heart, these little tokens are worth more than most coins in the pocket. These little 
historic mercantile tokens with many trade purposes have probably seen many of hands and lands. 


Why did I collect these items? Is it because other people are interested? Or did they just catch my eye? Tokens 
are the hard life blood of American commerce. It's neat to see somebody flip a coin that's different from what 
we usually see. Down the road you might say wow. How many would have the interest to look at it twice? 
Through the years I've bought 1 or 2. They might not be the high dollar; they are what was available. The 
challenge is going home and doing the research to find out about a token, it has it's own high. I just happen to 
love sailing ship coins, so I collect old checks, colonial money, tokens, notes, bills, stamps, and anything with 
tal] ships that I can afford. 


If you spend 20 years collecting, you'll have something nice to show. You might surprise yourself, because of 
the history behind it. Think about what you might want to collect and go for it. 


Old Style Food

Oatmeal Applesaueg Cake

Condensed Milk 


Now that I'm on the subject of old recipes, do you remember seeing all the condensed 
milk cans in the old dumps? You can identify them because they have no rim around the 
top, so they couldn't be opened by a regular can opener. They were opened by punching 
a hole at one side of the top, and then a small air hole at the other side of the top for easy 
pouring. Condensed milk was commonly used for baby formula, and in some out-of-the- 
way locations, it was the only practical way to have milk in the diet. Last month, at a 
Twin falls antique store, I bought a recipe book from the Pet Milk Company. Here are a 
few samples.
